"It's ' a bad situlation,” stated a 
del^ate at the Indiana Collegiate 
Press conference last Saturday.

"The administration seems to think 
the students are out to deceive them 
and the student body acts as though 
the administrators are cheats and 
tyrants.”

However, 
since it causes a stir, the powers 
consider it immoral. Any visitor to 


the local mixers knows the twist, in 
relation to some e^diibitions, is far 
from obscene.

Most of the student body had for- 
gotten about that eighteen dollars 
and, no doubt, would have gone 
home in May without thinking about 
it until the Parents club lefter re- 
minded them of it.
